The Geneva Board of Arbitration. 
Lonpon, June 17. 


fhe question of adjournment will 
occupy the tribunal to-day and proba- 
bly longer, as the arguments* will be 
heard to-day. Delicate issues will not 
be determined hastily. The English 
case was not presented on Saturday. 

Thé following is a discription of the 
tribunal: Judges sat at a semi circular 
desk, Count Sclopis in the middle, at 
his left sat Baron Itajuba and Sir Alex- 
ander Cockburn, at his right M. Stemp- 
fli.and Mr. Acams; The counsel occu- 
picd seats at a square table in front, 
Lord Tendenton on one siae with his 
counsel behind him, and Mr. Davis on 
the opposite side with his counsel be- 
hind him. | 

The American argument was present- 


;ed to the court in an octavo volume of 


six on seven huhdred pages, with a 
smaller supplementary volume printed 
only in the English language, when the 
American agent declarect liimself ready 
to proceed: ’ 

The English Agent failed to comply 
with the stipulated formality of pre- 
senting the papers, and simply askéd 
for an adjournment in order that tae 
government might have a further op- 
portunity to endeavor to reconcile their 
differences On one main point at issue ;- 
he did not ask for adjournment for any 


of months. The Americans answer 
that,a request of an adjournment with- 
out presentation of the final papers, 
is not accurding to the proceedure 
laid down in the treaty. They find 
themselves in the presence of an even- 
tuality not contemplated by their in- 
structions, and hope the Tribunal will 
not decide without giving them an op- 
portunity to refer the subject, by tele- 
graph, to the United States government, 
inasmuch asthe whole legal ground 
upon which the Tribunal stands, is.a 
comparatively unexplored region, that 
the exact character and power of arbi- 
trators not being well defined, and the 
scope and Jimit of their power being 
undermined. It was judged wise to 
accept this proposition, aud Monday 
was fixed a day upon which the Court 
would bear and the counsel present: in 
tight of latest advices from the Govern- 
ments, their arguments upon the point, 
presented by the English agent. Itthus 
becomes apparent that neither Govern- 
ment has thought it safe to trust the 
case altogether to its agents here, but 
each keeps up such a constant com- 
munication by telegraph, so that in ta t 
the real agent tor England is Ear 
Granville, and for America, Secretary 
Fish. Itis not strange that the Gov- 
ernments wants to keep their agents 
in tutelage, when we contemplate 
the monstrous absurdity that neither 
case isin the hands of great lawyers 
that are here on both sides, but in 
the hands of official underlings. The 
third-rate men of the departémental 
routine are English. They have uncome 
promisingly adhered to the determina- 
tion not to present papers, It is but 
natural tosuppose that Americans will 
also adhere to their view that the English 
are not properly in Court, and that 
they ask jurisdiction on a_ point 
for which treaty makes no provision. 
If the English insist that they are pro- 
perly in Court, important consequence 
will follow, for if th y are in the Court 
they are bound to recognize validity 
of judgment, no matter on what point 
therefore they would suddenly find 
themselves involved in a possion from 
which they cannot escape without fla- 
grant disregard of diplomatic proprie- 
ty and respect due to that tribunal. 

The proceedings on Monday will, 
however, depend entirely on the latest 
despatches from Earl Granville to the 
English agent. ‘The Americans are 
fully instructed in every step, but the 
English are drifting, and it is impossi- 
ble to say with what result, they are 
availing themselves of every chance to 
ascertain the temper of the Court and 
how far the Americans wi!l go in con- 
ceding the length of time for an ad.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


The Coming Cotton Crop. 
WASHINGTON, June 17. 


The following is a brief synopsis of 
the statement of the area and condition 
of the present cotton crop which will 
appear in the June report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. An increase 
in the cotton area is reported in every 
State. A very small proportion of the 
country show a_ decrease of acreage. 
Planting was generally retarded by a 
protracted season of drouth andj the 
fields that were plasted late occasioned 
some trouble in obtaining perfect stands 
but the recent rains and renewed efforts 
in replanting, have finally secured a 
stand of average completeness. The 
per centage of increase in area last 
years crop being the basis of compari- 
son is as follows: North Carolina 16; 
South Carolina 9; Georgia 12; Florida 
10: Alabama 11; Mississippi 10; Ten- 
nessee 12; Louisiana 11; Texas 18; 
Arkansas 17. The average increase 
throughout the cotton States will ap- 
proximate 13 per cent. Texas has nat- 
urally made the iargest relative increase 
not only having enjoyed a favorable 
season for planting, but also during the 
past year received accession of immi- 
gration, who are cotton planters. 

The condition of the _ planters, 
throughout the cotton section is very 
nearly a fuil average. Separating the 
Atlantic from the more Westarn States, 
the former stand, is little below an av- 
erage. The cotton dis. fally up to the 
standard of fair condition. The drought 
which prevailed in April and the first 
balf of May, delayed the growth, and 
cold nights in the more Northern belt, 
had a further retarding effect, but the 
abundant raims and genial temperature 
which followed, have wonderfully in 
‘vigorated and advanced the crops. 
Theffollowing figures represent the con 
dition of cotton in the-several States— 
100 standing for an average: North 
Carolina, 96 ; South Carolina, 92 ; Geor 
gia, 96; 
Mississippi, 100 ; Lousiana, 104; Texas,

JUDGE SHIPP. 

We surrender most of our editorial 
space to-day to the following card from 
Hon. W. M. Shipp, our candidate for 
Attorney General, in reply to the arti- 
cles recently published in the Hra and 
Asheville Pioneer, seeking to hold him 
resnonsible for the Swepson settlement. 

Tt will be seen that Judge Shipp 
makes a triumphant vindication of him. 
self from any collusion on his part with 
Swepson. 

Judge Shipp says of Swepson: “I 
have never had anything to do with 
that individual, professionally or other- 
wise. I have never had a_ business 
transaction of any kind with him, J] 
have never received a penny from him, 
directly, or indirectly.” 

Now that the charges of the Zra and 
Pvoneer are thus summarily disposed of, 
we shali expect these papers to correct 
their mis-statements, and thus do jus— 
tice to a political opponent: 

A CARD. 

Several articles have recently ap- 
peared in the Carolina Era based upon 
a card published by V. 8. Luske, Esq., 
which are intended to reflect upon and 
injure me in public estimation, in a 
matter connected with the settlement of 
certain suits against G. W. Swepson. I 
have nothing to do with Mr. Luske’s 
quarrel with Mr. Carter. In this com- 
munication I shall confiue myself to a 
plain statement of facts, corroborated 
in every essential particular by Judge 
Battle and Mr. Batchelor. It is thought 
sufficient in these days to damn any 
man whose name is associated in the 
remotest degree with Swepson. So far 
as Tam concerned, I can say without 
the least reservation that I have never 
had anything to do with that individual 
professionally or otherwise. I have: 
never had a business transaction of any 
kind with him. Ihave never received 
@ penny from him directly or indirectly, 
I have never had any correspondence 
with him or his friends, within my

recollection, upon any matter in which 
he was even remotely interested. I have 
never ha‘ intercourse with him socially. 
I never conversed with him upon any 
political subject, and I do not know to- 
day what are his political views. I 


| have never enquired. 


A commission was appointed by the 
Legislature of 1868-69 and was author- 
ized to settle and compromise the 
claims of the Western Railroad against 
Swepson and Littlefield. The commit- 
tec entered shcrtly after their appoint- 
ment upon the discharge of their duties. 
After many months of negotiation they 
came to some termsot compromise. Of 
this I know nothing, except through 
the report of the chairman of that com- 
mission. Whether the settlement was 
wise or unwise is a matter for the pub- 
lic judgment. My connection with the 
matter commenced when a warrant was 
issued by Judge Pearson based upon an 
indictment found against Swepson and 
Littlefield in Buncombe Superior Court. 
At the request of Gov. Caldwell I pros- 
ecuted the case before Judge Pearson, 
assisted by Judge Battle and Mr. Batch- 
elor. He was held to bail in the sum 
of $200,000. The case of course went 
to Buncombe county. It was then by 
law, placed in the hands of the Solici- 
tor of the district. I neither had nor 
did I ever presume that I had any more 
control over the matter while pending 
in the Superior Court than any other 
member of the bar. 

Some time after this arrest, Mr. W. W. 
Rollins, President of the Western Divis- 
ion of the Western N. C. R. Co., came 
to Raleigh and employed Judge Battle, 
Mr. Batchelor and myself to bring suit 
against Swepson fora large amount of 
money due upon a bill of exchange for 
over one hundred thousand dollars, and 
also upon other claims, the particu- 
lars of which are stated in the state- 
ment made by Messrs. Battle and 
Batchelor. The suit was brought and 
he was again arrested and held to bail. 
This suit progressed in the usual way. 
Shortly afterwards, I do not know the 
precise date{the President of the Road, 
W. W. Rollins accompanied by Mr. 
Luske and A, T. Davidson, one of the 
Directors, came to Raleigh and had an 
interview with Judge Battle, Mr. 
Batchelor and myself. It was stated 
that a proposition had been made by 
Swepson’s friends, whereby a large 
amount of money could be secured to 
the road if the indictments could be dis- 
missed. This proposition had been 
made elsewhere, perhaps, in New York. 
The question submitted to us was 
whether it was proper to recommend 
the acceptance of the proposition. 
The inducement held out was 
peculiar condition of the 
country west of the mountains. It was 
represented in the language of Mr. 
Luske in his card, “That unless some 
such arrangement could be effected, the 
contractors and hundreds of laboring 
men, mechanics, merchants and farmers 
throughout the country would be hope- 
lessly ruined.” It was known also that 
Swepson, on the trial before Judge Pear- 
son, had sworn that he was entirely in- 
}solvent, and it was also known that he 
had put all his property out of his 
hands. His confederate, L:ttlefield, had 
‘not been arrested after diligent effort 
made by the Governor. It was also 
manifest that Swepson would never try 
his case in Buncombe, and that by re- 
movals and other delays he might con- 
tinue the cause indefinitely. It was in- 
sisted likewise that the fund did not 
belong to the Western Division, that 
not being a separate corporation. Under 
these circumstances, Judge Battle, Mr. 
Batchelor and myself agreed to sign a 
paper recommendatory in its character. 
In this conclusion, I understood Mr. 
Luske to concur fully—at least if he ever 
made objection it was not heard by us. 
The paper was presented to him to sign 
and the only objection which I heard 
was, that as he was to act in bring- 
ing the matter before the Court, it 
might be improper. When this paper 
was signed, it was understood that it 
would be worthless unless the proposi- 
tion was approved by the Board of 
Directors of the railroad company and 
the commissioncrs appointed by the 
Legislature. They were supposed to 
know, and did know, all about the 
condition of the country, the situation 
of Swepson, &c. The matter, as ap- 
pears by the card of Mr. Luske, was 
‘submitted to the Board of Directors 
and approved by them. It was also 
approved by the commissioners, as ap- 
pears by the paper published and 
signed by J. L. Henry, Judge of the 
Superior Court, N. W. Woodtin. chair- 
rian of commission, W.G. Candler, 
now arepublican candidate for Con- 

gress, and by W. W. Rollins, who had 
approved it in the first instance. The 
morey was paid under this agreement 
and received by Messrs. Woodtin ‘ and 
Rollins, and their receipt is on file in 
the office of Judge Battle. In this 
arrangement we had an eye single to 
the interest of the railroad company 
and to the relief of the people in that 
section of country. The benefit to 
Swepson did not influence the mind of 
any one within my knowledge. I had 
no sympathy for him. 

I will state further, that in this matter 
I did not profess to act in an official 
character and expressly refused to sign 
the paper in that way. 

I was acting with the gentlemen as- 
sociated with me as counsel,and did 
not assume or intend to assume more or 
less responsibility than they did. 

I have endeavored to state the facts 
connected with this transaction fully 
and fairly. Many other gentlemen can 
| sustain me if necessary. : 

I saw nothing connected with this 
settlement to impress me with the belief 

that any one had acted corruptly, If 
such insinuations or charges are made 
against me, I pronounce them basely 
false. W. M. Surpp. 

Statement by Judge Battle and Mr. 
Batchelor : 

Judge Shipp having requested us to 
give him the tacts connected with trans- 
action referred to in a card, recently 
published in the Asheville Pioneer, we 
submit the following as our recollection 
the circumstances of the case referred 

0: 

_In the latter part of 1870, prosecu- 
tions were began against G. W. Swep- 
son and M. S. Littlefield, charging 
them, amongst other things, with 
Criminal conspiracy. They were then 
absent from the State, Early in 1871, 
Swepson having come to Raleigh, he 
was arrested on a bench warrant issued 
by Chief Justice Pearson at the instance 
ot Gov. Caldwell. The case came up 
for investigation before the Chief Jus- 
tice. Mr. Swepson retained as counsel 
Messrs. Moore, Bragg, Phillips & Merri- 
mon, Fowle, Haywood, and Gen. Ran- 
som. Upon the preliminary investiga- 
tion, Judge Battle and J. B. Batchelor, 


pear with the Attorney General, who 
was prosecuting the case in behalf of 
the State. By order of the Chiet Justice, 
Swepson was, on motion of counsel, 
held to bail in the sum of $200,000, for 
his appearance at the next regular term 
of Buncombe Superior Court. — 

Long before this, commissioners had 
been appointed by the Legislature to 
settle the accounts of wig nen and 
Littlefield with the Western North Car- 
Olina Railroad. Inthe settlement made 
between these parties, Swepson among 
other things, had given a draft or nego- 
tiable note to the road for $100,000, 
which was then due and unpaid. Be- 
sides it was alleged that there was an 
error in his account of about $87,000, 
arising from an improper charge or 
credit of coupons. Soon after the bill 
was given as before stated. Major Rol- 
ling, the President of the road, retained 
Judge Shipp and ourselves as counsel 
to bring a civil action against Swepson 
for the recovery of the above sums. 
The action was commenced and an 
order for the arrest of Swepson therein 
was obtained on the affidavit of Major 
Rollins, ‘Swepson gave the bail requir- 
ed ($200,000 we think) and this action 
proceeded regularly according to law. 
Soon after this Major Rollins came to 
Raleigh in company with Mr. Luske, 
Solicitor of the 11th Judicical District, 
in which several ot the most important 
indictments against Swepson were then 

ending, and with Colonel A. T. 

avidson, (as Judge Battle - and 
Judge Shipp now think.) The object 
of the visit of these gentlemen to Ral- 
eigh, was stated to be to consult with 
counsel here as to the propriety of ac- 
cepting a proposition tor compromise 
of the civilsuit and looking to a with- 
drawal of the criminal prosecution 
pending against Geo. W. Swepson, 
which had been made by Rufus Y. 
McAden, Esq., for himself and R. R. 
Swepson. These gentlemen proposed 
the payment of a large sum of money 
for George Swepson or his indebtedness 
to the company provided the indict- 
ments could be dismissed. The situa- 
tion ot the people West of the moun- 
tains was represented to us to be such 
as is now stated in the words of Mr. 
Luske’s card. “That unless some ar- 
rangement could be effected, the con- 
tractors and hundreds of laboring men, 
mechanics, merchans and _ farmers 
throughout the county would be hope- 
lessly ruined.” The question was pre- 
sented forthe opinion and advice of 
counsel here as to whether it was better 
to accept the proposition of Messrs. 
McAden and Robt. Swepson and thus 
obtain a lagre sum of money, which 
would greatly relieve the distress of the 
people ofthe West, or let the law take 
its course with the hope of the convic- 
tion and punishment of George Swep~- 
son. Let it be remembered that this 
proposition was made not by George 
Swepsop, but by Messrs. McAden and 
Robt. Swepson, who it was understood 
would pay such sum as should be agreed 
on. The whole matter was fully and 
freely discussed. Major Rollins, Presi- 
dent of the road, Mr. Luske, Solicitor 
of the 11th District, and by law prose- 
cutor in the indictments therein pend- 
ing, Judge Shipp, ourselves (Battle & 
Batchelor) and others being present 
and, as we thought, fully and freely and 
with entire understanding by all, dis- 
cussing and canvassing the whole mat- 
ter. After whut was cunsidered full 
discussion and consideration the parties, 
as we then thought and still think, 
came to the conclusion that it was best 
for the interest of the State, the road 
and the people of the West, who were 
most interested in the matter, that if a 
compromise could be made and carried 
out such in all material points as that 
finally agreed on, to accept it. If any 
of the parties present at the discussion 
and consultation dissentec from this 
understanding it was then unknown to 
us, and we had no reason to think that 
such was the case. We did not then 
see, nor do we now think, that anything 
could have been done unless with an 
understanding that if a proper compro 
mise was agreed on, the Solicitor would 
assent to it and dismiss the prosecu- 
tions. His refusal to concur must, it 
seems to us, have put an end tothe 
whole negotiation. We think the cash 
payment of $60,000.00 would hardly 
have been made as it was by Messrs. 
McAden ani Robt. Swepson, not George, 
unless Mr. Luske’s assent to the terms 
had been signified in some way. 

Soon after this the agreement was 
signed by Mr. McAden, tor himself and 
Robert Swepson. agreeing to pay the 
$60,000 cash, which was soon after 

aid and the $46,000 in four and the 

28,000 in six months from the 1st of 
May, 1871, with the other conditions in 
the said paper contained. 

We, together with Judge Shipp being 
counsel for the road in the civil action, 
did recommend the acceptance of this 
proposition, and upon compliance 
therewith that the indictments be dis- 
missed. This recommendation met the 
approval of the president and board of 
directors of the road, and of the com- 
missioners appointed on the part of the 
State as aforesaid, one of whom was 
then the Judge of the 11th judicial 
district in which the indictments, or 
some of them were then pending. We 
supposed it met the approval of the 
Solicitor also, who had come to Ral- 
eigh with the president of the road and 
Was present when it was discussed. 
The proposition was not made in Ra!- 
eigh, but to parties outside of Raleigh, 
who came here for consultation as to 
its acceptance. 

It having been complied with, as we 
are informed, a nol pros was entered as 
to the indictments. If it had not been 
complied with, it is binding on nobedy. 

Let it be remembered that this was a 
peopontee by Messrs. McAden and 

obert Swepson to pay to the road 
$134,000, a part of the indebtedness of 
George W. Swepson. That Geo. Swep- 
son had solemnly sworn before C. J. 
Pearson that he was wholly insolvent, 
without means, and no one seemed then 
to entertain any well grounded hope 
that any money could be made out of 
him even, With a judgment in the civil 
action. That the condition of a large 
number of persons in the West was 
represented to us in the strong language 
used above, to counterbalance all which, 
on the other hand, was only the hope of 
the conviction and puaishment of 
George Swepson, for much labor and 
time was still to be expended before this 
desirable end could be arrived at. 

We then thought, we still think, the 
course which we then advised was the 
best ‘hat could have been pursued 
under all the circumstances, and we do 
not row hesitate to avow this our de- 
cided opinion. 

So far as we now remember, neither ot 
us SsaW OF Commuricated with Geo.

We are satisfied that they and the other 
persons acted in good taith,and with 
motives entirely proper. It seemed at 
the time to meet with general favor. 
To what extent it is now disapproved 
of, we have no means of knowing. We 
know that with pure motives we did 
what we thought was best, and we do 
not desire to escape from or throw on 
others any responsibility which may 
follow our deliberate acts. 

Ore more fact. It seems to be con- 
sidered or is asserted in some quarters 
that Swepson was relieved of all respon- 
aibility to the road by this compromise. 
Such is not the fact,-as the terms will 
show. The suit was for a specified de- 
mand, arising, in part, out of the com- 
promise made by the commissioners 
aforesaid. A part of the sum demand- 
ed in the suit was settled and the mat- 
ters outside, amounting to $28,000. As 
to all other matters,so far as this agree- 
ment is concerned Swepson’s liability to
